Dr. J. S. Cabanne of St. Louis Dies in 


an Asylum. 


St. Louis.—After a career ranging 


from respect and affluence to poverty 
and 
disgrace, 
.Dr. James Shapard 


Cabanne, GO years old, founder of the 
fashionable residence district known 
as Cnbnnnc place, died Tuesday at St. 
Vincent's asylum. 


For 25 years Dr. Cabanne lived a 


dual life In St. Louis, maintaining one 
homo In Cabar.no place, where he was 
known as a wealthy and successful 
physician, and In another in Xorth St. 
Louis, where- ho was known as "Mr. 
Norrls." 
Mrs. Cabanne divorced her husband 


in 1004. Soon afterward he lost his 
money through unfortunate specula- 
tion. Last May, as au act of repara- 
tion, ho wedded Delia Doherty, a for- 
mer domestic in his household and 
the mother of four ot his children, 
who with these children lived in the 
"Norrls" home in North St. Louis.

BOY M U R D E R S HIS MOTHER. 


Shocking Crime of Voung 
Bernard

Young Carlin had just been released 


from the reformatory at Napanoch, 
where he served a sentence for steal- 


I ing a horse and wagon. 
He was ar- 


rested after the shooting. 
When Carlin was freed from the re- 


formatory the superintendent gave 
him ten dollars for a new start in life. 
He arrived in Brooklyn Tuesday, 
bought a revolver and went Wednes- 
day to the apartments where his moth- 
er lived -with, his sister, Mary. When 
his mother opened the. door in an- 
swer to his knock, he thrust tie re- 
volver in her. face and flred live bul- 
lets into her. head before she sank to 
the floor. He then attempted to shoot 
his sister, but the revolver was empty. 
Her screams summoned a neighbor, 
who wrested the revolver from Carlin 
but the latter escaped to the stree! 
and fled. He was pursued and captured 
after a desperate struggle in which he 
severely injured one o£ his captors. 


Ho told the police that he killed his 


mother "because she was making me 
do bits all my life." He declared-'that 
she sent him to an orphan asylum 
when he was 16 months old.

the Election. 


Lisbon.—Seven persons were shot to 


death and 100 others wounded by sol- 
diers Sunday evening after the voting 
In the elections in this city bad ended. 
The rioting was widespread and such 
was the confusion during the violent 
conflict between the populace and the 
municipal guard that.the guardsmen, 
mistaking .Infantrymen who had been 
called out. for members of the mob, 
flred a-volley into their ranks, serious- 
ly wounding three of the soldiers. 


The night was one of terror for Lis- 


bon,

of the city. 'Thousands of the most 
peaceable citizens fled to their homes 
just as they did'on the night after the 
assassination of King Carlos and the 
crown prince.

powdered bor.-ix to keep tho wool from 
becoming hard and stiff. If tbe sweat- 
er is white put a liltlo blueing In the 
water every time it Is rinsed. 
This 


will prevent It from turning a deep 
ivory, as all white wool materials are 
apt to do. 
After washing wring out, then pin 


to a largo bed pillow. Be sure not to 
stretch the sweater or it will lose 
its shape. 


Cake for Small Family. 
To make a layer cake, bake one 


good layer, out it In either halves or 
thirds, lay one piece on top of 
the 


other, and proceed to i'rosten or ice na 
usual. 
If variety is wanted, take the usual 


amount of material Cor an ordinary 
cake. Divide batter in four parts. 


One part may be baked ne a mar- 


ble cake, after dividing It into three 
parts add one-half cake grated choco- 
late, to one-third leave plain and add 
two teaspoons strawberry flavoring to 
the last third.

In a pan until all Is gone and you bavo 
a flne marble cake. 


One-half pound chopped nuts added

one-half teaspoon each of grated nut- 
meg, cinnamon and cloves will make 
a flne fruit cake.

of liot water. • Stir constantly until 
tne wax and rosin are well blended. 
Apply while sUll liquid to the outside 
of Uie corked jar or bottle.

HEAVES CAUSED BY HAY. 


Veterinarian Cautions Against 
Too 


Heavy Feeding. 


A noted veterinarian 
of .Canada 


says that one full feed per day of 
hay is enough for a horse; that be- 
cause the work horses are busy m 
crop time they only .get one full feed 
of hay every 24 hours, but in the win- 
ter are frequently allowed to stand 
and eat all day. He says that a horse 
to be in perfect health should havo 
the stomach emptied, of the previous 
meal for two or three hours before he 
is given another. If such is not the 
case, digestion will not take place n 
a perfect manner, and disease is likely 
to result There is a remarkable sym- 
pathy between the stomach and the 
lungs, because of tho fact that the 
same nerve trunk supplies nerve force 
to both organs. When the stomach 
is deranged from Improper feeding the 
lungs are liable to become sympa- 
thetically 
affected and heaves often 


result. Care should also be taken that 
a horse should bo fed no dusty or 
musty hay. 
This dust is as light as 


air and the horse-in breathing draws 
It right into the lung tissue with every

much to feed a horse as It cloon to fc.-d 
a man, and that the horse will do ten 
times the amount of work that It IB 
possible for the man to do.

produce 20 times as much results as 
tho same amount ot money will if ex- 
ponded In feed for a man. Therefore, 
when man domesticated the horso "in 
immensely increased his own power o. 
securing results. 
When much farm 


work is to be done there 
nhoul.1 al- 


ways be enough horses 
to do 
it. 


Farmers try to economize on the num- 
ber of horses and have to leave much 
work undone. In the ovcnt of lilrcd 
help being scarce. It Is sometimes 
possible to offset this lack by Increas- 
ing the number of horses kept. In 
some parta ot the west and northwest, 
declares the Farmers' Review, tho 
scarcity of help hn« resulted in more 
horses being used. Five are hitched 
to a double plow, and one driver .a 
thus enabled to turn two furrows at a 
time and practically double the work 
that one man has to do. This is tho 
result of the complete utilization of 
horseflesh.

free press, ami I recognize the right 
of any editor, whether his circulation 
be large or small, to state his opinion 
nnr] his reason for it. but. those who 
road his opinion have a right to give 
It such weight as they think it de- 
serves. 
I have insisted that the read- 


ers ought to know what pecuniary 'in- 
terest the editor has in the questions 
under discussion. 
For Instance, I 


asked'the World to state editorially 
what financial Interests its owner, Mr. 
Pulitzer, has In tho stocks or bonds of 
railroads and In the stocks and bonds 
of corporations commonly known 
as 


trusts. 
The World has not yet seen 


fit to answer the question. 
He is 


reputed to bo Interested In a number, 
of corporations which are affected by 
legislation, and his readers are en- 
titled to know what his interests are. 
It he has interests adverse to the in- 
terests of the public, be Is not 
a 


disinterested Judge as to candidates or 
platform. 
1C he has Interests that 


would bo Injuriously affected by legis- 
lation needed by tho people, then his 
opinions are worth no more than the 
opinions of Mr. 
Harriman 
or Mr. 


Rockefeller. 
I do not deny the right 


of Harriman, or Morgan, or Rocke- 
feller, or Pulitzer to own a paper anrl 


persuade- others.- to ;..believe . except 
where I myself/believed. '

You:have.as much right '..to. your: 


opinion as any other editor, aiid.surely 
your democracy cannot be questioned 
when^you—unlike some other editors 
—propose to test the popularity 
of 


measures and of men by the vote ot 
the people.. Popular government rests 
"upon- the right of: tho people, to rule, 
and every party.'if It deserves'a place 
tinder a popular government, must rec- 
ognize the right of the voters, to rule. 
Power comes up from the people and 
not. down to them.

are

sound democratic ground when you in- 
sist that: the destinies of a candidate, 
Ilka the destinies of the country, must 
be placed in the.hands ot those who 
do the voting, for to be democratic we 
must believe in the capacity of thu 
people to govern themselves as well 
as In their right to self government.

Members of the faculty who aru 
close to the president claim that his 
attitude toward segregation has been 
misinterpreted.
